But Djugashvlll Is belter known 
as Stalin; the state is Russia, and 
the party Is the Communist Party 
of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. 

As general secretary of that 
party, he Is In practice its leader, 
and since It is the only legal party 
In Russia, he is the political leader 
of 175,000,000 people in 11 feder¬ 
ated regions including one-seVenlh 
of the land area of the world, 
stretching across two continents 
from, the .North.

' In addition he exercises great 
control over the "independent"
